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GCHS grad killed in N. Ky. home invasion

The Grant County High 
School community was 
“shocked” and “devastated” 
after learning one of their own 
was murdered last week in an 
apparent home invasion. 

Eighteen-year-old Michaela 
Briede, a 2012 GCHS graduate, 
was shot to death at her Fort 


Mitchell apartment May 28. 

GCHS Principal Claudette 
Herald said staff and faculty 
were closing the school year 
down for the summer when 
they first heard the news. 

Gathered together in the 
library, teachers and staff then 
were notified of Briede’s 
death. 

“I was devastated,” Herald 
said. “It’s such a tragedy. It 


seems like in the school busi¬ 
ness you are so close knit. The 
faculty is close knit. Your stu¬ 
dent population is close knit. 
So, it’s devastating when you 
hear that.” 

Briede spent her junior and 
senior years at GCHS after 
transferring from Lafayette 
High School in Lexington. 

Herald described Briede as 
“a great student.” 


“She was very focused on 
academics,” Herald said. “She 
had a vibrant personality. She 
had a lot of students in her cir¬ 
cle of friends. She was very 
passionate and ready to gradu¬ 
ate high school and move on in 
post-secondary. I ran into one 
of her classmates and she said 
they were in shock.”

iV can see clearly now the rain has

So we relayed and 
by the end of the night, 

36 teams from Corinth 
to Crittenden from 
banks, the hospital, doc¬ 
tor’s offices, clothing 
stores, newspaper office, 
churches and 4-H, had 
raised right at $80,000. 

I’m told more fund¬ 
raising is planned so that 
number will go even 
higher. 

What a night it was! 

Besides the rain and 
wind, there was laugh¬ 
ter and tears, smiles and 
hugs, food and fun! 

The best part - seeing more than 
68 survivors, proudly wearing their 
bright purple shirts, making their vic¬ 
tory lap around the track. 

The other best part - watching 
Grant County, from Corinth to Crit¬ 
tenden and everywhere in between, 
come together to fight against cancer. 

I’ve watched the event grow from 
a dozen teams to more than 30. I’ve 
had the opportunity to meet some 
wonderful cancer survivors and their 
fa mili es. I’ve shared in the grief of 
some of those families and friends 
who lost their battle with cancer. 

It seems like every day you hear 
of someone else from our community 
that has been diagnosed with cancer. 

Someone asked me not long ago 
if I ever thought that a cure for cancer 


would be found. 

I’ll sum it up this 
way - I’m not a re¬ 
searcher, scientist 
or a doctor. I don’t 
know if they’ll ever 
stop people from 
getting cancer. 

I do believe, 
though, that one 
day everyone will 
be a cancer survivor. 
Some of the medica¬ 
tions and treatments 
being offered to 
cancer patients today 
weren’t even avail¬ 
able 10 years ago. 

Just ask Jeff Walters, BJ Walters, 
Hope Catron, Emily Covey, William 
Murphy or Felicity Spicer what a 
difference the relay and the ACS has 
made in their lives. 

Through the generous support of 
this community and the hard work of 
many individuals, the relay was a suc¬ 
cess. 

Be proud Grant County. Raising 
more than $80,000 calls for celebra¬ 
tion. 

It’s also a warning to cancer, a dis¬ 
ease that shows no signs of stopping, 
that Grant County will celebrate, re¬ 
member and fight back and we’re go¬ 
ing to keep fighting until we win.

School board 
should resign 

Every Grant County 
taxpayer should thank 
Scott Mann for calling at¬ 
tention to the egregious 
misuse of public funds by 
the School Board. (Grant 
County News, May 30, 
2013) I cannot imagine 
a more outrageous use of 
taxpayer money than the 
board’s decision to pay for 
the superintendent’s educa¬ 
tion. I spent 35 years as an 


educator and never heard of 
any kind of school system 
funding an employee’s edu¬ 
cation. 

Grant County students 
have seen the funding and 
staffing for their schools de¬ 
crease drastically in recent 
years as lowered state fund¬ 
ing and a faltering economy 
have done great damage to 
the school system. 

Students in science 
classes do not even have 
textbooks, the school li¬ 
braries have seen their 
funding reduced almost to 


zero, faculty and staff have 
been cut, and those remain¬ 
ing have received no salary 
increases. 

Despite all of these 
hardships that affect the 
education students should 
be receiving, the board can 
find $34,000 for the super¬ 
intendent’s doctorate. 

There is one error in 
Scott Mann’s letter: he con¬ 
cedes there may be a small 
benefit from the superinten¬ 
dent receiving his doctorate. 
He is too kind: there will be 
no benefit whatsoever to 


Grant County. Nothing he 
learns in that program will 
improve his management 
of the school system one 
iota. Its only effect will be 
to put him in a position to 
demand a higher salary or 
to get a higher-paying job 
somewhere else.

Carpenter bees 


ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 




I absolutely do not approve of killing bees. 
In fact, we are in a bit of a crisis with a 
diminishing population with the suspected 
cause being the use of pesticides, notably 
neonicotinoids. I do not fear bees, I am not 
allergic and I can happily co-exist...except that 
they are eating my house. Or, rather they are 
tunneling into the wood that makes up my 
house so they can lay eggs and have lots of 
babies. 

I am talking about the friendly carpenter bee 
that we are actually killing only because if we 
don’t we will have a serious structural problem. 
I long ignored them and now we are paying for 
it. We are not using chemicals but rather 
strategic whacking with the hand and a stomp 
once the bee is flung to the ground. We have no 
other choice! Approximately 20 bees have been 
removed from the scene of the crime in the last 
three weeks. It’s been stressful on all involved. 

Carpenter bees are essentially harmless. The 
male, who hovers about, has no stinger. The 
female tunnels and lays her eggs; when she 
does come out you would have to handle her for 
her to sting. I’ve never been stung by one (even 
hand-whacking them to the ground). They sort 
of become acquaintances because they are 
always there hovering about, I suppose this is 
why I never took action against them for so 
many years. Two years ago the straw that broke 
the camel’s back was when the downy 
woodpeckers showed up and gouged out some 
holes as the worked to get the bee larvae 
inside. 

Carpenter bees look like bumble bees, but 
bumbles nest in the ground and carpenter bees 
nest, in tunnels that they excavate in bare, soft 
wood (our house is 
unpainted western cedar.) 
They are less likely to 
tunnel into painted or 
pressure treated wood. 

Those pesky bees 

As I said, I used to ignore 
them, but they can cause 
structural damage if they 
continue to tunnel, year 
after year, in the same 
wood. The adult bee from 
this spring’s eggs will 
emerge in late summer. 
These bees will over winter 
in the tunnels and emerge 
next spring and make new 
tunnels or widen existing 
tunnels to lay their eggs. 
This is where the problem lies....if you feel that 
too much activity is taking place in structures 
like decks then treat the new tunnels with a 
residual insecticide like Sevin inside the 
entrance hole. Wait a week and then plug the 
hole with a dowel rod or wood putty. Bees are 
good, however, so if there is no apparent 
structural damage just embrace your garden 
dwellers. For example, I have some decoy 
places for them to lay eggs, I leave an old 
tobacco stake in the corner of the patio and they 
use this instead of the house. 

There seems to be an equally large amount of 
carpenter ants scurrying around in the garden, 
too; none in the house so far. Carpenter ants are 
large, brown to black ants that hollow out soft 
wood for their egg nests. Decks, fences, old 
stumps or the baseboards inside your home are 
common places to find daytime activity. You 
will see sawdust that is sandy in appearance in 
the areas they are most active outdoors in the 
garden. Generally they only find their way 
inside your home in search of food, than they 
return to their outside nest. Their colonies are 
not always found in wood, any hollowed, dark, 
cool place is appealing. They do, however 
prefer soft, moist wood for their egg nests. 

Boric acid is a good treatment for indoors 
because it is non-toxic to pets. Professionals 
should be called in for dramatic in-home 
infestations. For out-doors the problem can be 
remedied by removing desirable habitat like 
rotting stumps or wood. Or appreciate the fact 
that ants aerate the soil and can help to control 
grubs; if you cannot reconcile their presence 
than you can opt to treat the active infestation 
with an insecticide labeled for ants.

What impresses me about Paul 
is that he walked his talk. In II 
Timothy 4:7, Paul reports at the 
end of his ministry, “I have fought 
the good fight, I have finished the 
race, I have kept the faith.” His 
passion was for God, he remained 
self-controlled, and he remained 
focused on the task of glorifying 
God in his life and race. 

What changes do you need to 
make in order to get back to run¬ 
ning the race as Paul did? It’s my 
prayer that as you hear the divine 
“and down the stretch they come” 
and reach the finish line that you 
will hear the words of your sav¬ 
ior, “Well done, good and faithful 
servant.”

Sherman, Williamstown recognized for energy reduction

Two local schools are saving 
money and earning recognition for 
its energy saving practices. 

Sherman Elementary and the 
Williamstown Independent School 
District were recently awarded an 
Energy Star by the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Energy De¬ 
velopment and Independence. 

The buildings, which are the 
only schools in the county given 
the award, exceeded the required 
score of 75 to achieve the Energy 
Star label. 

The label is a national symbol for 
protecting the environment through 
superior energy performance. 

Bot 

Sherman Elementary ranks in 
the top 12 percent of schools na¬ 
tionwide in energy efficiency and 
utilization. 

Jon Nipple, energy manager for 
Grant County Schools and Wil¬ 
liamstown Independent, called the 
feat “a great accomplishment” at an 
assembly at the elementary school. 

“When Sherman Elementary 
was built in 2008 it also achieved 
this award,” he said. “However, 
in the next few years, the score 
dropped until Sherman was no lon¬ 
ger operating at Energy Star levels. 
Over the last two years, the per¬ 
formance of the school has greatly 
improved until it is once again at 
an Energy Star level and has sur¬ 
passed the original score for this 
building.” 

Earning the award also means 
that the school has seen a dramatic 
reduction in energy costs. 

In 2010, the energy bills 
for Sherman Elementary were 
$92,558. 

This year’s energy bills will be 
$71,600, a $21,000 savings. 

“As students and teachers, you 
make a difference everyday with 
the choices you make - turning off 
lights, closing doors and windows, 
unplugging unused appliances, 
dressing appropriately,” Nipple 
said at the assembly. “These are the 
things you’ve done and need to con¬ 


tinue to conserve our resources.” 

After presenting the award, 
Nipple and SES students were 
shown a presentation involving a 
skit by the school’s student-led En¬ 
ergy Team. 

The students showed what goes 
into turning on a lightbulb while 
two Grant County High School 
Career and Technical students 
explained how solar panels and a 
wind turbine operated. 

“From my perspective we can 
do a lot of great things to help 
schools lower costs and manage 
energy, yet when we involve the 
students in the learning and teach¬ 
ing, we all reap the rewards, now 
and in the future,” Nipple said. 

Williamstown Independent 
Schools received their recogni¬ 
tion at their monthly school board 
meeting. 

The district ranks in the top 20 
percent, which is a far cry from 
three years ago when William¬ 
stown was in the bottom 40 percent 
nationwide, said Nipple. 

“To move up 40 places in that 
ranking is quite an accomplish¬ 
ment,” he said. 

For fiscal year 2010, William¬ 
stown spent $208,000 on energy 
costs. 

However, the district used 30 
percent less energy this year and 
will save $70,000 in energy bills. 

While handing out the En¬ 
ergy Star plaque and a Governor’s 
Certificate, Nipple praised Super¬ 
intendent Sally Skinner for her 
leadership in reducing energy con¬ 
sumption also at the board office by 
more than 25 percent, along with 
Molly McComas for her day-to- 
day energy management and Allen 
Wolfe for his operational manage¬ 
ment that led to improved energy 
utilization. 

“It is not just the award but ac¬ 
tions that led to this award that dem¬

Feagan started her educational career as an English/ 
Language Arts teacher, first at Grant County High School 
for four years, then at Walton-Verona High School for a 
year, before coming to WHS. 

After teaching at Williamstown for three years, Feagan 
became guidance counselor at the middle and high 
school, a role that she said showed her the importance of 
strong leadership to the success of a school and its stu¬ 
dents. 

“I have loved being a counselor and helping students, 
but I wanted to become a principal so that I could make a 
school-wide difference,” she said. “As counselor, I 
missed working with curriculum and instruction, so I’m 
excited to be able to make a difference in those areas once 
again.” 

Being a counselor has provided her with leadership 
and interpersonal skills that will be crucial as principal, 
said Feagan. 

Her three main goals for her first year include building 
a committee of stakeholders to revise/update the school’s 
Mission and Belief Statements, organizing a parent 
booster organization at the middle and high schools to 
improve collaboration and communication among all 
stakeholders and improve the school culture, instructional 
program and learning environment.

Georgetown doctor pleads guilty

A physician who practiced at pain 
clinics in Georgetown and Dry Ridge 
pleaded guilty Friday in U.S. District 
Court to conspiring to dispense oxy¬ 
codone pain pills that were not for a 
legitimate medical purpose. 

Lea Ann Marlow, who will be sen¬ 
tenced in September, faces up to 71 
months in prison. 

Marlow saw patients primarily at 
Central Kentucky Bariatric and Pain 
Management in Georgetown four days 
a week and filled in at Grant County 
Wellness Clinic in Dry Ridge. 

Marlow was hired on February 21, 
2012, and continued her employment 
through December 7, 2012. The 
offenses with which she was charged 
occurred between April 2012 and July 
2012, court documents said. 

Both clinics operated on a cash 
basis and no insurance was accepted. 
New patients were charged approxi¬ 
mately $300 for the first visit and $250 
for each subsequent visit and patients 
were scheduled for monthly appoint¬ 
ments, the plea agreement said. 

According to the plea agreement, 
Marlow would often sign a blank pre¬ 
scription form that was to be filled in 
by the clinic staff employees. 

At one point, she agreed to see 
more patients, even though she already 
was under pressure by the clinic owner 
to spend only five minutes with return¬ 
ing patients, according to the plea. 


“Defendant knew that by agreeing 
to see more patients she would not 
have enough time to provide adequate 
patient care,” the guilty plea said. 

The Kentucky Board of Medical 
Licensure revoked Marlow’s license 
in May, according to board docu¬ 
ments.

Jury selection began Monday in 
U.S. District Court in Lexington for a 
Springfield man charged with illegally 
operating a pain-management clinic in 
Georgetown that investigators say dis¬ 
pensed millions of narcotic pills. 

The first stage of the trial of Ernest 
William “Will” Singleton got under 
way June 3. 

Singleton, 44, faces some 20 charg¬ 
es on counts ranging from money 
laundering, illegal distribution of pre¬ 
scription dmgs and criminal conspira¬ 
cy. 

Court papers also identified a num¬ 
ber of exhibits prosecutors plan to 
introduce during the trial, including 
emails and records on four physicians 
who worked for Singleton at Central 


Grammer will be replacing Jim

Management, a Georgetown clinic, 
and the Grant County Wellness Center 
in Dry Ridge. 

The exhibits also include audio and 
video recordings of surveillance of the 
Georgetown clinic, as well as of office 
visits by five cooperating witnesses; 
patients’ records; and records of pre¬ 
scriptions. 

Prosecutors allege that, over the 
time from October 2010 through July 
2012, the clinics owned and operated 
by Singleton provided prescriptions 
for or dispensed nearly 4 million oxy¬ 
codone pills. Oxycodone is a narcotic 
controlled by federal statute. Addiction 
to oxycodone and other prescription 
painkillers is rampant in Kentucky, 
particularly in eastern Kentucky. 

Suspicions about large numbers of 
prescriptions written at Central 
Kentucky Bariatric & Pain 
Management clinic in Georgetown 
prompted local pharmacists to contact 
state officials as early as Febmaiy 
2011, court filings indicate. Another 
pharmacist refused to honor prescrip¬ 
tions written by Singleton’s Grant 
County Wellness Center in Dry Ridge. 
Singleton later opened his own phar¬ 
macy in Georgetown, Central 
Kentucky Family Pharmacy, behind 
the pain management clinic.

Little information has been released a week following 
Briede’s death. 

Fort Mitchell Police received a 911 call at 11:46 p.m. 
reporting someone had been shot in the chest at The 
Vinings of Fort Mitchell apartment complex. 

Briede, who was studying business at Thomas More 
College in Crestview Hills, was found in her second-story 
apartment complex and was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Detectives have interviewed multiple witnesses, 
including a male witness at the apartment who is believed 
to have been present at the time of the shooting, accord¬ 
ing to Police Chief Jeff Eldridge. 

Kenton County Commonwealth’s Attorney Rob 
Sanders took the social media website Twitter shortly 
after the shooting to comment on the case. 

“Ft Mitchell homicide was NOT a random act,” he 
wrote. “Residence was apparently targeted. No arrests 
yet. Investigation continues.” 

No arrests or suspects have been named. 

Briede’s family is no stranger to tragedy. 

Her aunt, Lesley Briede, was killed violently in 1992 
at the age of 26 by Carlos Faulkner, 46, who is incarcer¬ 
ated at the Kentucky State Reformatory in LaGrange. 

Faulkner, who was convicted of burglary, murder and 
being a persistent felony offender, will be eligible for 
parole in January 2018, according to the Department of 
Corrections. 

Briede’s grandmother, Barbara Briede, became a vic¬ 
tim rights advocate in Kentucky after Faulkner was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison but with an eligibility for parole 
after 25 years. 

Fifteen years ago, Barbara Briede pressured Kentucky 
legislators to pass a law, eventually named the Briede 
Bill, that allowed for a sentence of life without parole. 

Before, offenders were only required to serve 50 per¬ 
cent of their sentence. 

The crime bill also legislated a 50 percent increase in 
victim compensation and mandated that violent offenders 
serve at least 85 percent of their sentence. 

Barbara Briede of Walton, who has been active as the 
local chapter president of Kentuckians Voice for Crime 
Victims, requested authorities not release her contact 
information after Michaela’s death. 

However, in April, she wrote a letter to the Community 
Recorder showing her support for the death penalty. 

“We, law-abiding citizens, should not have to worry 
about someone like (Faulkner) lurking in society,” 
Barbara Briede wrote. “Isn’t there enough violence? It is 
getting worse and more heinous everyday... I would like 
a safe, peaceful place to live. How about the rest of 
you?”
